To produce fine flowers remove all buds except termin- 
al bud to each stem; feed liberally with weak manure 
water at least once a week, intervening with ammonia 
water at the rate of one teaspoonful to quart of water. If 
plant is growing very strong it will stand a good deal of 
stimulating , if plant is weak be very careful and not give 
it too much. Never allow the plants to suffer for water, 
and sprinkle foliage occasionally.
